Since our several sugges- 
tions in the Record regarding roads, 
a numt)er of our readers have written 
us compbining of irjustice tu them 
in the general effect of the road sys- 
tem. But po tangible plan has been 
laid before us to remedy the wrong 
if there ba aaj. It kaa oaly baaa a 
few faais ataea tka laiapibia ware 
purekaaaiaad ckaapad ftaaa toU to 
free raadi. Ia aaap. If aot all the 
cuntraetaof paickaaaitiatl ker stip- 
ulated or implied that the eoanty will 
cou'i'iue to maintain t*ie turnpikes 
as free macadam roads. Tbe cuunty 
is, therefore, under contract to keep 
up t*ie turnpikes. The cjuotv levy 
for ro id purposes is up t ) the const i- 
tutional limit.
